Caulfield, hut are not embodied 
in

port. which sidesteps the question of

penal 
institutions 
N evertheless, these rep o rts will 
be 
in the natu re of supporting data for 
the com m ission’s conclusions. 
S tate Senator William R. Painter, 
m em ber of the commission, who made 
the inquiry into P enitentiary 
needs 
in presenting his report, said on the 
question on m anagem ent th a t "while 
th(- com m issioners may have an opin­ 
ion ab o u t such supervision, they do 
not feel it in their province to take 
up this subject”.

The ch atg e of political rule is con- 
J taineil in a rep'»it subm itted by J. J. 
Sullivan, w aiden of 
the 
Minnesota 
S tate Piison, who, with P. E. Thom 
as. w arden of the Ohio Penitentiary 
has ju st completed studies of 
the 
Missouri Penal system. 
T h eir findings will go to Governol 
Caulfield, hut are not embodied 
in 
the survey com mission’s general 
re ­ 
port, which sidesteps the question ol 
m anagem ent of 
penal 
institutions 
N evertheless, these reports will 
be 
in the n atu re of supporting data for 
the com mission's conclusions. 
S tate Senator William R. Painter, 
m em ber of the commission, who made 
the inquiry into Penitentiary 
needs 
in presen tin g his report, said on the 
question on m anagem ent that "while 
the com m issioners may have an opin­ 
ion about such supervision, they do 
not feel it in their province to take 
up this subject". 
The commission likewise failed to 
take positive action on

mendation of W ardens Sullivan anil 
Thomas th a t a State board of control 
be set up and that such a hoard op­ 
iate all eleem osynary and penal in 
titutions.

a-hool building to cost 
$25,000 
he 
•rected. 
It sets out th at the Missouri 
penitentiary, constructed to house 2,- 
>oo inmate« now ha* a population of 
4000. 
The report points out that in one 
building from five to seven convicts 
are crowded in one cell. 
The commission recommended that 
a board of paroles be set up for 
the 
Missouri Reform atory, the Chillicothe 
Industrial H»»me for Girls, and 
the 
Tipton Industrial Home for 
Negro 
Giils. 
The following building p ro ­ 
g ram is urged: R eform atory, $1,025.- 
000; Chillicothe Home, $607,000; Tip­ 
ton Home, $115.000, and $200,000 for 
new equipment and geneial 
repairs 
for all institutions. 
Tht report asks th a t buildings 
be 
made fireproof and th a t a new school 
building be erected, it also urged ad 
ditional fram land costing $50,(Mat and 
th a t older boys be placed there.
